79. (Currently amended) A m e thod of tr e ating a pati e nt in n ee d th e r e of, said m e thod 
comprising administ e ring an e ff e ctiv e amount of prot e in C or activat e d prot e in C polyp e ptide 
with a modifi e d GLA domain and an anticoagulant ag e nt, The method of claim 76, said modified 
GLA domain comprising the amino acid sequence of SEP ID N0:1 with three amino acid 
substitutions at residues 1 1, 32, and 33 of SEQIDNO:! . 



80. (Previously presented) The method of claim 79, wherein residue 32 of SEQ ED 
N0:1 is glutamic acid and residue 33 of SEQ ID N0:1 is aspartic acid. 
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81 . (Previously presented) The method of claim 80, wherein residue 1 1 of SEQ ID 
N0:1 is glycine. 

82. (Previously presented) The method of claim 80, wherein said anticoagulant agent 
is aspirin, warfarin, or heparin. 

83. (Previously presented) The method of claim 81, wherein said anticoagulant agent 
is aspirin, warfarin, or heparin. 

84. (Previously presented) The method of claim 82, wherein said anticoagulant agent 
is aspirin.

86. (Currently amended) A m e thod of tr e ating a pati e nt in n ee d ther e of, said m e thod 
comprising administering an e ffectiv e amount of activat e d prot e in C polypeptid e with a modifi e d 
GLA domain and aspirin, The method of claim 76, said modified GLA domain comprising the 
amino acid sequence of SEP ID N0:1 with three amino acid substitutions at residues 1 1, 32, and 
33 ofSEQIDNOil , wherein residue 1 1 of SEQ ID N0:1 is glycine, residue 32 of SEQ ID N0:1 
is glutamic acid, and residue 33 of SEQ ED NO:l is aspartic acid.
